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The motivation for an obviousness rejection does not have to be the same as applicants'. The concentration range of the SAN polymer 
disclosed by Yang et al. completely overlaps applicants' claimed comcentration range. Claims 11-14 do not mention molecular weight. 
There is nothing in the claims of Eckel et al. about the sum of all the parts by weight A+B+C+D+E being 100. The formulations in the 
Table overlapping columns 1 1 and 12 add up to 98 parts.not 100 parts. Both 3% and 2.7% are close enough to 2.5% to make it obvious^ 
Furthermore claims 19-23 are objected to because part of claim 19 is repeated unnecessarily and claim 23 does not further limit claim
